Then Andy turns to his co-star. 
“Why, Sandy,” he says, ‘‘you’re 
blushing!’ The kiss hadn’t been 
THAT fervent, so no wonder he 
is puzzled. 

“Yes, I guess I am,” she admits. 
“It’s just that after three years 
of going on ‘live’ in scenes like 
this’’—referring, of course, to her 
marriage to singer Bobby Darin 
—‘T’m still not used to it.” 

However she arrived at the per- 
formance, director Smight is 
pleased. “It was fine for me,’ he 
says, and turns to the script clerk, 
ordering: ‘Print it.” 

Then Smight turns back to 
Sandra, who is recovering her 
composure. “I’d like you to look 
just as flustered when we go in 
for the close-up. Think you can 
manage it, Sandy?” 

“Count on it” she says. “Why, 
when Andy does that, I couldn’t 
do otherwise!” 


Chicken Gives Stars 
The Bird In Film Scene

Sandra Dee and Andy Williams 
narrowly escaped serious injuries 
when an explosives-stuffed chick- 
en blew up in their faces as they 
prepared to barbecue the bird. 
The scene called for the foul to 
blast off into outer space.

Four takes of the scene, with 
Jack Smight directing, went per- 
fectly. Each time, the jet-pro- 
pelled bird took off on a high tra- 
jectory, and landed in the nearby 
woods. 

On the fifth take, it happened. 
Instead of taking off, the bird 
burst with a roar and flash of 
gunpowder. 

Both players, standing at close 
range, were shaken by the near- 
miss. But other than powder 
burns, there was no injury to 
either performer. 

On the next try it worked per- 
fectly. This is the scene which is 
on the screen when “TI’d Rather 
Be Rich,” is seen.

Sandra exchanged her 99th and 
100th screen kisses, respectively, 
with co-stars Robert Goulet and 
Andy Williams. The frothy ro- 
mantic comedy in color comes 
Soe eee ase 2 LOz NC ee ee ee ace 
Theatre. 


It was a nice, round figure for 
one of the most nicely rounded 
figures in Hollywood. 


It represented a culmination of 
sorts for one of the most kiss- 
filled careers of the movies. It 
was a sweet triumph for Sandra 
after seven years of unremitting 
devotion to duty which began at 
the same premises when she was 
a girl of 15, and the year was 
1957. 


She had been brought west at 
the behest of the same film-maker 
Hunter, who had the sagacity to 
see in the then teenage Sandra 
the potentially bright star she has 
become, largely under his guid- 
ance. The new film is their eighth 
association as producer and film 
star. And not at all likely to be 
their last. 


As a fair precurser of what 
was to come, Sandra’s first day 
at Universal — seven years ago 
—started with a kiss. As a screen 
test of her capabilities, she played 
a love scene with actor John 
Saxon, five years her senior. But 
first she had to be coached. Cho- 
sen to coach her in acting tech- 
nique before the camera was 
Leon Charles, a staff dialogue di- 
rector and former Broadway ac- 
tor. 


“When you kiss,” Charles told 
Sandra, “be sure and don’t bump 
noses. Just remember one thing 
— the girl in a kiss scene always 
tilts her head down-stage; the 
boy; up stage.” 


“What's down-stage?” Sandra 
asked. He explained that it was 
a stage term meaning toward the 
audience — in this case, toward 
the camera. ‘‘Oh,”’ she said. 

Charles remembers that she 
was quite timid about that first 
professional kiss. And since she 
was only 15, and Saxon a sophis- 
ticated young man of 20, Charles 
told her to kiss lightly, as a _ girl 
of 15 might. And she did. 

But she tells now that her 
grandmother was horrified on 
hearing what she had done. “‘Kiss- 
ing a boy for all the world to 
see!’’ she said. 

After that test, Sandra went 
from role to role, doing what 
comes natural. Kissing young 
men at the proper times. 

But her screen kisses with a 
succession of handsome leading 
men have been as nothing’ com- 
pared to now. For this new pic- 
ture, “I’d Rather Be Rich,” hinges 
in large part on kisses. And this 
time, the same Leon Charles is 
her dialogue (not kiss) coach. She 
knows about kissing. 

As her doting grandfather, 
Maurice Chevalier notes that with 
one young man — it is either Bob 
Goulet or Andy Williams — San- 
dra slips off both of her shoes 
during a kiss, and massages the 
instep of one stockinged foot 
against the other. It is Chevalier’s 
clue to which of the two Sandra 
really loves; the woman he mar- 
ried did that, too. 


Armed with this information, 
grandfather Chevalier helps San- 
dra determine which of the two 
young men she really loves. For 
this handy fact, grandfather re- 
ceives his own reward. Sandra 
also kisses him.

It is good to report that Ross Hunter’s new romantic comedy 
“T’d Rather Be Rich,” which opened yesterday at the.......... 
Ree oe Theatre, is a delight to watch. It brings the blonde and 
beautiful Sandra Dee to the screen as heroine of a company 
of stars that is as impressive as it is likeable. 


This is a modern romantic 
comedy that is peopled — in addi- 
tion to Sandra — by Robert Gou- 
let and Andy Williams, two of the 
top young song stylists of the day; 
and by Maurice Chevalier, one 
of the top young stylists of HIS 
day. But with only slight excep- 
tion, it is not a musical, though 
it has ample music. 


The strong cast of accomplished 
mirth-makers also inludes Charlie 
Ruggles, Hermione Gingold, Gene 
Raymond, Laurie Main, Dort 
Clark, Hayden Rorke, Rip Tay- 
lor, Allen Jenkins and Milton 
Frome. 


In the picture, we find Sandra 
to be the lovely, sophisticated 
young lady she has become—and 
the heiress to great wealth that 
every girl would like to be. In 
keeping with the Ross Hunter 
tradition of opulence, in all his 
productions, Sandra wears a.fab- 
ulous wardrobe of Jean Louis ori- 
ginals, and a breath-taking collec- 
tion of real gems by Cartier. She 
lives in a mansion, and drives 
about in chauffeured limousines. 
She is, in short, the richest girl in 
the land — and it becomes her. 


The comedy is of mixed-up 
identities, in which Sandra re- 
sourcefully palms off stranger 
Bob Goulet as proxy to her ab- 
sentee fiance, Andy Williams, to 
please her supposedly dying (and 
doting) grandfather, Chevalier. 
But when grandfather recovers, 
instead, Sandra finds she has 
TWO fiances to cope with. And 
here the fun continues. 


As an unusual story point, San- 
dra manifests a trait common to 
her maternal ancestors (one of 
whom married grandpa), in that 
her feet hurt and her toes curl up 
when she kisses the man she 
really loves. By this unique, foot- 
operated kiss test does she choose 
finally between her two beloveds. 
It is a more infallible method 
than by any computer that man 
could devise, and one cannot but 
conclude that every girl should 
be so gifted as Sandra is in this. 


The marvel of it all is that, in 
view of the vocal attainments of 
the several male principals — the 
Messrs. Goulet, Williams and 
Chevalier, not to mention Gene 
Raymond, a song star once him- 
self — the picture is not a musi- 
cal. Only Williams is cast as an 
entertainer (albeit, a wealthy 
one). He thrills the audience sing- 
ing solo a new number, “Almost 
There,” by Jerry Keller and Glo- 
ria Shane, and two standards, 
“Where Are You?” and “It Had 
To Be You.” 


The singing talents of Goulet 
and Chevalier are not’ totally 
wasted. They form a trio with 
Williams to sing the new, catchy 
title tune by Richard Maltby, Jr., 
and David Shire, over the opening 
and closing titles. 


Along with being the first star- 
ring vehicle for Andy Williams, it 
is only the second for Bob Goulet, 
and a great showcase for both. 
On the strength of their fine per- 
formances in this, it may be pre- 
dicted that both have exception- 
ally bright futures in the screen 
medium. As for Chevalier, he is 
remarkably fine as the match- 
making grandparent who declines 
to die. Every role is perfectly cast, 
and realistically portrayed. 


A fine, lively .and inventive 
screenplay by Oscar Brodney, 
Norman Krasna and Leo Town- 
send, make each character a real- 
istic part of the comedy. Director 
Jack Smight, in his first feature 
assignment after thorough 
grounding in TV films, makes the 
most of every situation. 


The whole, extravagant produc- 
tion — a mark of producer Ross 
Hunter’s attention to the minut- 
est detail — is photographed in 
stunning color by Russell Metty. 


“T’d Rather Be Rich’”’ adds up to 
one of the most enjoyable movies 
of this or many seasons.

Charlie Ruggles. 

Miss Gingold, the comedienne 
grand dame of British theatre, 
returned to Hollywood cameras 
in a lull between theatre assign- 
ments. 

In addition to her previous en- 
gagement with Chevalier in 
“Gigi,” she has played principal 
roles in “Around the World in 80 
Days,” ‘““The Naked Edge,” ‘Music 
Man” and (voice only) “Gay 
Purr-ee.” 

In one scene of their new film 
at Universal, the supposedly ‘“dy- 
ing” Chevalier plays leap-frog 
with Miss Gingold in his bed 
chamber. In another, he knocks 
her out for a count of nine, while 
shadow-boxing.

Singing Star Robert Goulet 
Does Not Sing In Body Of 
Movie, Id Rather Be Rich” 


(Advance) 


It often takes performers many years to accomplish what 
Robert Goulet, former Broadway musical star, has accom- 


plished in his first two movies. 


The personable Mr. Goulet, who became a top Broadway 
favorite with his performance as the romantic Sir Lancelot in 


the Lerner-Loewe musical ‘‘Cam- 
elot,”’ comes to the screen as a 
successfully all-but-converted-to- 
non-vocal leading man of largely 
non-vocal films. 

This is most apparent about 
Robert, a dark-haired, blue-eyed 
and handsome young man, in his 
co-starring role with Sandra Dee, 
Andy Williams and Maurice Che- 
valier in Universal’s “I’d Rather 
Be Rich.” The Ross Hunter pro- 
duetion in=color,* cCOmeSs=-=..=----_..- 
Ont er Ss cee. Theatre. 


Throughout the body of the 
picture, a modern romantic com- 
edy, Robert is 99-44/100 percent 
non-vocal in his wooing of Sandra 
Dee over the strenuous opposition 
of Andy Williams, another top 
singer who does sing several num- 
bers. 

Bob and Andy sing the title 
song over the picture’s main title 
— before the action of the story 
starts — and Bob does warble 
one brief chorus of “Almost 
There,” in mimicry of Andy, who 
had sung it earlier in HIS court- 
ship of Miss Dee. Other than 
these brief vocal outbursts, Bob 
plays his role straight (non-vo- 
cal); and certainly at no loss of 
potency as a.romantic performer, 
despite his unquestioned, if now 
relatively unused, vocal talents. 

In Bob’s first (and only previ- 
ous) film role, it was much the 
same. He sang the title song of 
“Honeymoon Hotel,’ in which he 
woos Nancy Kwan, over the films 
main title — and not otherwise. 


There is paradox to this quick 
conversion of Bob Goulet to be a 
“straight” performer — and rea- 
son, too. The paradox is that it 
was his acknowledged vocal at- 
tainments, on Breadway stage, in 
sophisticated night clubs, on tele- 
vision and, most particularly, on 
records, which to a large degree 
brought Bob, inevitably, to pic- 
tures. And the reason is that, 
with rare but notable exception, 
musical films are not now in 
vogue as they once were — which 
means that a musical performer 
must have the capacity to carry 
himself without singing, if he is 
to get ahead in pictures. (The 
notable exception, of recent mem- 
ory, was “West Side Story.” And 
another might be “Bye, Bye Bir- 
die.” But despite these brilliant 
exceptions, the film musical is not 
now as popular as it formerly 
was.) 


And so it is that Robert Goulet 
has in his first pictures—as a 
top star of each — made it to 
straight acting. What he has dis- 
earded in that rich and magnifi- 
cent baritone—if he has, for now 
— is more than made up by an 
easy talent for acting, and an 
unusual degree of personal mag- 
netism which comes across as 
much in screen performances as 
in live ones. 

It is interesting in this connec- 
tion that both Bob and his family 
were aware early in his life that 
he had been blessed with a fine 
singing voice. Born in Lawrence, 
Mass., he was brought up in Ed- 
monton, Alberta. And when he 
would bashfully hesitate to sing 
at church and family functions, 
his father would admonish him 
sternly: “God gave you a beauti- 
ful voice — use it!” 

So while still a schoolboy in 
Canada, Bob expanded on his 
singing experience, appearing 
with orchestras and becoming a 
local disc jockey. He eventually 
landed the co-starring role in 
Canada’s top television variety 
program, “Showtime.” 

After his Broadway smash in 
“Camelot,” he appeared and sang 
on any number of top television 
shows, in the U.S. and England. 
And in 1962, he did the male lead 
— voice only — in the animated 
feature, “Gay Purr-ee,” with Judy 
Garland. 

Bob made an auspicious Man- 
hattan supperclub debut at the 
exclusive Persian Room of the 
Plaza Hotel, and it became one

of the most successful engage- 
ments in the history of the estab- 
lishment. After which he was 
greeted with equal fervor on his 
in-person debut at the Las Vegas 
Flamingo. 


Despite his new success in non- 
vocal performances, Bob is not 
dropping vocal ones, too. After 
his first two feature films, made 
in quick succession, he reverted 
to CBS as the star of a television 
special, in which he was to sing. 
He planned to continue his en- 
gagements at the nation’s leading 
nightclubs, and to sing at all of 
them.

Hollywood had a short-lived but 
very real jewel-heist scare on the 
movie set at Universal where 
Sandra Dee wore a $1.6 million 
fortune in jewels for her role in 
“Td Rather Be Rich,” a romantic 
comedy photographed in color, 
Nowa7atsthes eee ee Theatre. 

Sandra, dripping with diamonds 
and emeralds borrowed from Car- 
tier’s, was dancing with Robert 
Goulet, together with some 75 
dress extras in the Ross Hunter 
production directed by Jack 
Smight. 

Suddenly it happened. There 
was a flash of light arcing upward 
from Sandra and Bob. Bob’s right 
hand left Sandra’s bare shoulder 
to catch whatever it was. 

The vigilant Herman Voss- 
meyer, security guard, whose eyes 
never left Sandra while she was 
wearing the jewels, reached for 
his gun—an automatic tucked in 
his waistband. 

Aware that the action had got 
out of hand, director Smight 
ordered, “Cut!” The people stop- 
ped. The music ended. 

Still covered by Vossmeyer’s 
firearm, Goulet leaned to pick up 
a bright object from the carpeted 
floor. It was his gold tie-tack. He 
put it back in his tie, and smiled 
embarrassedly. Convinced that 
none of Sandra’s borrowed jewels 
was involved, Vossmeyer put 
away his gun. Filming of the 
movie scene was resumed.

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Andy Williams Instant 
Movie Star In First Role 
With Co-Stars Dee, Goulet

This is the day of Andy Williams, instant movie star. 
Williams, who was born on Dec. 3 in Wall Lake, Iowa, in 
the early 1930s, comes to film stardom in his first screen role, 


as the love rival of Robert Goulet for the hand in marriage of 
Sandra Dee, in Universal’s Ross Hunter production, “I’d 


Rather Be Rich,’ which comes 
is Ply ee Ree | tosthes ea 
Theatre. 


But Andy Williams is still no 
novice to stardom. He already is 
a top star in four other fields — 
on television, in the state fair 
circuit, in nightclubs, and as a 
recording artist. 


Success seems to be in a hurry 
to overtake Andy, even though 
he professes never to have been 
in a hurry to achieve success. So 
it must be that he has what peo- 
ple want. 


Right now, the news is his in- 
doctrination into the fascinating 
world of the cinema. It has been 
in no sense dull. Andy sings a 
love song and an encore to Sandy 
at the start of the picture, and 
then he kisses her. From then on, 
just one more song. The story is 
something of a kiss marathon, 
with Andy and Bob as the con- 
testants, Maurice Chevalier as the 
referee, and Sandy as the prize 
for the winner. 


So along the way, Andy kisses 
Sandy nine times. All the kisses 
are fervent; he is out to prove 
something. 


Activity of this kind might be 
considered as hazardous enough 
for a young man making his film 
debut as a star, but it turned out 
that this was not the half of it. 
Andy somehow survived three 
real hazards to life and limb in 
the course of the filming. 


The first of them was perhaps 
the most spectacular, and could 


‘ easily have resulted in tragedy, 


both for Andy and Sandy. They 
were barbecueing a chicken dur- 
ing a love tryst in the woods. As 
a practical joke (in the story), 


._ the bird had been stuffed with a 


rocket, instead of the usual stage 
dressing. And was programmed 
to soar into the wild blue yonder 
when the flame was applied. In- 
stead, it blew up on the launching 
pad, with a roar and blast of ex- 
ploding gunpowder that might 
have finished off Andy and Sandy 
then and there, had not fortune 
smiled on them. 


On another day, came the play- 
ing of a scene when Andy was to 
climb a vine leading, supposedly, 
to Sandy’s bedroom window — 
and thereby to by-pass the road- 
block Bob had set for him in the 
upstairs hallway. Director Jack 
Smight had employed the cus- 
tomary stunt double to do the 
hazardous climb. But, it being 
Andy’s first. picture, he decided 
to do the climb himself. He did it 
twice, for various camera angles, 
and skinned both knees in the 
process — once almost falling. 
(The fact that it was nurse Her- 
moine Gingold’s room — not 
Sandy’s, as Andy supposed — 
was an added disappointment.) 


Came the day in the filming 
when Andy’s and Bob’s jealously 
climaxed with a bout of fisticuffs 
on the lawn of the mansion where 
Sandy resides with her doting 
grandfather, Maurice Chevalier. 
The two young men were sup- 
posed to spar realistically, but not 
hurt each other. And they did 
through rehearsals. Then came 
the take before the camera. 
Andy’s foot slipped on the wet 
turf, and he lost his balance and 
fell into a haymaker swung at 
him by Bob. Filming had to be 
briefly suspended while a nurse 
and a doctor patched up the deep 
laceration on Andy’s forehead. 


By now, Andy was beginning to 
accommodate himself to the per- 
ils of movie-acting. It is different 
in recording, at which he is the 
number one male recording star. 
His most recent Christmas album 
sold 300,000 copies with no hazard 
at all. His “Days of Wine and 
Roses” was number one for 
months. His ‘Moon River” led the 
list for 60 weeks.

First to be seen in a nightclub 
scene where Williams wooes San- 
dra in song (of the four well- 
known singers in the cast, he is 
the only one to sing in the actu- 
al picture), are diamond earrings, 
a diamond engagement ring, and 
an evening bag of gold studded 
with diamonds — the three items 
inventorying well into six figures. 


The 
celebrated designer, Jean Louis, 
who created Sandra’s fabulous 
wardrobe for the picture, selected 
such additional items as diamond 
brooches, bracelets, necklaces, 
rings and earrings from Cartier’s 
immense stock.
